B. Paragraph beginning on Page 3, at Line 18 through Line 24, has 
been amended as follows: 

--The filter device 2 includes: a duct 21 connected to the hood 1 
or connected to the hood 1 through the UV sterilizer 3, a primary 
filter 22 formed in a front end portion (suction port) 211 of the 
duct 21 secured at a suction port 211 of the duct 21 for 
preliminarily filtering off the droplet droplet(s) as sprayed from 
the patient, a secondary filter 23 formed in the duct 21 following 
the primary filter 22 for further removing particulates or 
microparticles as laden in the inlet-- 

C. Paragraph beginning on Page 6, at Line 17, has been amended as 
follows: 

--As shown in Fig. 5, an auxiliary hood 5 is provided to connect
